WILMINGTON MOB CLAMORED 


FOR THE RELEASE OF CORWELL

W ilm ington, D el., June 24.—A rthur Cor- 
w ell, w ho claim s his hom e is in H artford 
City, Ind., and who w as arrested la st night 
on th e ch arge of com p licity in the burn­ 
ing to death of G eorge W hite, the negro 
a ssa ssin and a ssa ila n t o f H elen Bishop, 
w as released on $5,000 bail tonight. 
H e 
w ill be given a further h earin g tom orrow . 
T on ight about 2,000 persons gathered in 
front o f the city hall w hore Corwell w as 
confined and m ade a dem onstration. The 
police authorities took every precaution to 
prevent an attem p t at rescuing the pris­ 
oner by the crowd. 
E xtra police w ere on 
duty w ithin the 
police station , and all 
the* police o fficia ls were on hand. 
The 
crowd com m itted no overt act, how ever, 
beyond m akin g a great noise. There w ere 
loud cries for the release of Corwell. 


T he coroner's inquest w as concluded to­ 
night and- w hen word rcached the police 
station th at th e verdict did not Im plicate 
C orw ell the authorities decided to release 
him on $5,000 bail. T h is w as prom ptly fur­ 
nished by T h om as M cGeogh o f this city, a 
w h olesale liquor dealer. 
W ord of th is a c­ 
tion soon reached the crow d and a great 
cheer w as sen t up after w hich the people 
quickly dispersed. 


W hen th e inquest began 
the, rem ains 


of W hite could not be found and after 
a long search -they were found w rapped 
in paper in an ice chest. 
W hite w eighed 
about 200 pounds but only five pounds of 
flesh and bones were left of him after 
the lynchers had concluded their work. 
The jury brought in the follow ing verdict; 


“T h at G eorge W hite cam e to his death 
betw een the hours o f 10 p. m. o f June 22. 
1903, and 4 a. m. of June 23, 1903, by being 
burned in a field adjoin ing the road lead ­ 
ing from P rice's Corner to the F erris In­ 
dustrial school, by a party or parties un­ 
know n to this Jury." 


The coroner's Inquest h avin g failed to re­ 
veal the identity of the leaders in the 
lynching, it is thought that the authori­ 
ties w ill 1-e unable to proceed. 
It w a s d e­ 
clared that a sta te d etective had the nam es 
o f som e o f the leaders, but this is evi­ 
dently not true, bccause tw o d ays have 
elapsed sin ce the burning took place and 
no further arrests have been m ade. 
The 
belief is grow in g here th at no one will 
ever be punished for the work of the 
m ob. 
Prom inent citizens, alth ou gh they 
deplore the lynching, stand ready to raise 
a fund for the d efen se of any one who 
shall be prosecuted for the offense. 


Peter Sm ith, the Italian boy w h o w as 
sh o t w h ile the mob w as in the w orkhouse 
on‘ M onday, died tonigh t from his injuries.

GET-RICH-QUICK ARNOLD 


HAS SURRENDERED HIM SELF.

The agricultural departm ent of the 
United States government has carried 
on experiments for the last five years 
in southern and central Alaska a.nd has 
demonstrated that any vegetation can 
be grown successfully there which can 
be grown in the northern states of the 
union. 
The 
climatic 
conditions are 
about the same as in England and 
southern Norway. These countries are 
tempered by the gulf stream similarly 
as southern and central Alaska are 
tempered by the Japan current. 


In addition to the resources of gold, 
coal and timber, the new railroad will 
penetrate a copper belt, which has 
been pronounced by government and 
private 
mineralogists to contain the 
most extensive and highest grade cop­ 
per deposits known in the world.

‘‘Camp Vicars, April 27, 1903.—I sup­ 
pose our mall dispatches have or will 
have brought you a full account of the 
Bacolod incident. In reality, the best 
fight of the Moro campaigns, not so 
many Moros killed as at Bayan or at 
Pandapatan—one year ago—but fought 
according to some sort of system. Of 
course I have worked on this fight as 
I foresaw long ago that it must come 
and the whole thing from the beginning 
worked out aB planned. 


“First, we got behind them, much to 
their surprise, and could post our guns 
above and drop projectiles down into 
their fort, so that our artillery fire, ip 
this case, was not all notee. We had 
some work and some fighting to gain 
our "position.

two charred bones were recovered and 
taken to the morgue. Of the hundreds 
of persons who today ^visited the spot 
where the funeral pyre was 
lighted, 
scarcely one left without some ghastly 
mpniento. Fragments of clothing, pieces 
of wood, cinders and any article that 
bore mute testimony of the mob’s work, 
were eagerly sought. 


One arrest was made tonight by State 
Detective 
Francis. 
The 
prisoner’s 
name was not divulged by the police, 
but it is said he is charged with hav­ 
ing been a party to the lynching. Police 
officials have little to say regarding the 
affair. 
It Is said that state and city 
detectives were in the crowd last night 
and recognized some of those who par­ 
ticipated in the burning. Other a r­ 
rests, it is believed, will follow. 


During the show of resistance made 
by the police and the jail officials when 
the mob attacked the Newcastle county 
work house, Peter Smith, á 12-year-old 
boy, was shot in the back. The bullet 
which struck him evidently came from 
a pistol in the crowd, as it is asserted 
by the prison warden that his guards 
fired over the heads of the lynchers. 
Smith’s condition is critical and. he is 


slightly, injured. Theortly other péreons 
known to have been hurt were a man

'Itfrs. Bishop, mother of the burned 
girl,' is in a state of extreme nervous­ 
ness.

The execution took place on a farm 
not more than 400 yards, from Mr. Bish­ 
op’s home. 


The name of the man taken into cus­ 
tody is said to be Arthur Corwell and 
it is said that he came from Baltimore.

It is alleged that I drew 
specifications of contract for supplying 
the department with carbon paper, and 
that they were so framed as to al­ 
low of no competition. 
The 
article 
makes Mr. Wynne say that he merely 
approved as a routine matter. 
It gives 
the impression that the contract is one 
over which the third assistant has con­ 
trol and there is a broad inference that 
you consider the transaction corrupt.. 


"The whole statenient in so far as 
it attempts to involve me is absolutely 
false. I had nothing to do with the de­ 
tails of the contract; I drew no speci­ 
fications; I did not initiate, I did not 
sign, in fact I never saw the contract 
if there is one.

o'clock the heavy train began to slide 
slowly ' down the grade.

with ' tremendous 
speed. 
Every switch was clear and 
nothing Impeded thé progress of the 
runaway Until it struck an empty box 
car near the old Spokane’ Falls depot. 
In this case' W. M,' Thomas and another 
man, supposed to have beèn' a tramp, 
were sleeping! Shoving this car ahead 
of it, the runaway train swept on to 
Division street. ' Hèré thé track ended, 
blit the train plunged' forward, cross.- 
ihg the street, running over a rock pile 
and swinging alohg the south side of 
Harrison avenue. ’ Nearly 300 feet from 
the end of the track stood a six-room 
house, occupied by the family of John 
Slee and Mrs. Meyer. 
Striking this 
housé squârély In- the center, the flying 
train smashed it into kindling wood. 
Still rushing forward, the Cars tore 
over the rough ground for 200 feet far­ 
ther striking the fram e'building occu­ 
pied by the . Crystal. Steam 
laundry. 
This was moved bodily, being shoved 
three or four feet’ west. Herë the run­ 
away had spfent lts-force. 


Nine people were sleeping in the Slee 
house when the train struck It. James 
Slee. the father, was pulled out of the 
ruins practically uninjured.

Another son, Clarence, and the baby 
were Injured and were taken to the 
hospital. Of the three children of Mrs. 
Meyers who were, sleeping in the house, 
only one.

What then, are the conditions against 
which we protest? 
Is not the nation 
prosperous? It is true that all over the 
land labor seems discontented and la­ 
bor disturbances agitate 
the people. 
Capital is arrayed against labor, and 
labor against capital. 
But, strange to 
say, we have grown to regard these 
strifes as something to be expected and 
it may be said by some that their ex­ 
istence is no proof that we are not pros­ 
perous. 


It is true that in many occupations 
wages are lower than 10 years ago, and 
that where they have setmed to ad­ 
vance, the cost of living has advanced 
still more. 
Yet, employment is more 
easily obtained, the mills and factories 
are running, the railways are gorged 
"ith traffic and all the processes of 
production aio going on, pouring out 
golden streams of wealth. 


An Insidious Change. 


Of 
what 
then 
do 
we 
complain? 
against what public foe is it our duty 
to^ unfurl the banners of Democracy? 
tY here is the adversary against whom 
a Jefferson would lead the hosts of the 
people, and o,i .vhos^ an-nnv would be 
rained the ringing blows of u Jackson? 
If these mighty ones of the past were 
With us to la v' where is the evil at 
niiUli thev would bid us strike? 
In 
what respet t do we Americans of the 
day in our ;joi't.oual and national life 
fall short of the Americnis of the day 
of Jfffersr.n ami Jackson’ The answer 
mutt come spontaneously to the mind 
of every man present. Within the past 
few years we have all become conscious 
of 
great and on-.lnous change in the 
conditions 
under which we live, 
a 
change which 
fills every 
thoughtful 
man with regret and 
foreboding, 
a 
change which has crept across the spir­ 
it of American institutions and cast 
over all a sinister shade of doubt and 
fear, dimming the bright sunlight of 
freedom which we once regarded as our 
inalienable birthright. This change has 
not come about by violence and bloody 
revolution, but by the insidious ad­ 
vances, the secret usurpations of a class 
of powerful men, a class constantly nar­ 
rowing until it is now scarcely ‘more 
than a group. It has not been accom­ 
plished by open and avowed attacks up­ 
on the right of suffrage, of freedom of 
speech or of the press, or upon any of 
the express rights upon which we have 
been taught to look as the safeguards 
of liberty, but it has come with the 
gradual cornering of our mines, our 
coal and oil fields, our highways, the 
great original sources of production, the 
means of transportation, the avenues of 
employment, until the time has arrived 
whe» the once free born American is 
born into a monopolized and fenced-up 
world, In which he must walk in the 
mighty shadow of the owners of his 
country and ask of them the right to 
labor, to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 


Here lies the wrong at which the 
spirits of Jefferson and Jackson bid us 
strike. This issue we must meet. 
If 
the Democratic party has any mission 
today, that mission is to set itself In 
battle array against these new m as­ 
ters of our people, these industrial Cae- 
sa¡'s for whom we have coined a new 
name—the trusts. 


Enmeshed in New Feudalism . 


Do I exaggerate this evil? Let him 
who thinks so look about him. 
I see 
before me many farmers and the rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
farmers. 
The 
Iowa 
farmer is the synonym of independence. 
Yet he sells at 
prices fixed by 
the 
Grain and Meat trusts, buys at prices 
made by Iron, Steel, Lumber and other 
trusts, and reaps that the railways may 
garner in. He Is fortunate (If he owns 
his farm) in having a living assured, 
but as to whether or not he shall earn 
profits, the lords of the factory, m ar­ 
ket, mine and highway determine for 
him as absolutely as czars. But how 1s 
it in America with the man who has no 
farm, with the young men going out 
into a world in which hp hns no pos­ 
sessions? 
Where are the avenues of 
self-employment, which opened so in­ 
vitingly to his father.’ To him is left 
scarcely more than one single chance, 
to enlist in the service of one of those 
corporations by which the trust barons 
do their work. He may think with sor­ 
row and envy of his ancestors who went 
forth with gun or ax, or plow or level— 
each his own man—and worked out each 
his own independent fortune. 
But he 
cannot expect to do the same. 
The 
American Is fortunate and exceptional 
now, who is his own man. He finds 
himself imnieshed In a new feudalism 
where the lords of soil and highway 
are not, as of old, proud nobles zeal­ 
ous of glory, but invisible corporations, 
greedy of Dower and out for the stuff. 
Such conditions ought not to exist in a 
democracy. 
In any democracy where 
the people have not been led away from 
the truth, such conditions cannot ex­ 
ist. 
In any nation where such wealth 
and power are permitted permanently 
to be so concentrated, democracy can­ 
not exist. The trust principle and the 
principle of popular government are so 
exactly opposed 
to each other 
that 
where both are in the field, they must 
fight and one must fall. 


This convention should go down to 
history for its fearlessness in recogniz­ 
ing this battle and placing itself upon 
the fighting line. 
I have no fear that 
we will commit any great error, if we 
keefc> our eyes fixed upon the north star 
of democratic principle and steer our 
course by that. 
There will always be 
found some timorous and venal souls 
who will prefer any course which prom­ 
ises an easy campaign and success at 
the polls. But I say to you that success 
ments to be won. 
The temptation is 
disguised under specious words, but es­ 
sentially the thing proposed is a bar­ 
gain, In which a campaign fund and of­ 
fices are offered as the price of the 
Morganlzation of the Democratic party. 
I do not know the extent to which such 
views are held here, but as for me, 
I pray we may not be led into such 
temptation, but be given defeat with 
honor rather than so shameful a vic­ 
tory. 


The Voice of the Tem pter. 


But those who dream of such a depar­ 
ture from the straight path, are, I am 
persuaded, few. Moreover their reason­ 
ing is plausible rather than sound. Our 
party is strong where it is moved by 
the deep swell of opinion from the peo­ 
ple. It is weak when it listens to the 
voice of the tempter of plutocracy. In 
1802 the platform offered by the com­ 
mittee to our national convention was 
a rehash of the victorious one of 18S4. 
But there sprang to the platform a man 
who knew that the people were weary 
of paltering with protection, and de­ 
manded a tariff plank which would 
mean something. 
“My God," said he, 
"must we now, in 1892, go back to the 
straddle of 1884T’ The convention said 
not, and the Neal 
tariff plank was 
adopted. There followed a tariff cam­ 
paign on free trade lines, and free trade 
principles won. Democracy was strong 
at the polls because it was true to its 
convictions. 


But the leadership of the party saw fit 
to abandon the issue on which this vic­ 
tory was won and pushed to the front 
questions, alien to those on which the 
party had been called to power. The re­ 
sult was such disaster as we had never 
known. Victorious in 1892, and in full 
possession of all branches of the gov­ 
ernment we met in 1894 such defeat as 
waa never met before or since. 


The party waa corroded and eaten 
away by the feeling among the rank 
and file that it had abandoned the prin­ 
ciples of Democracy at the behests of 
plutbcracy. 
And when its convention 
m e tjn 1896 Its former leaders Had lost 
power ovef it. and the so lately victorl- 
ous’Det^ocratby; o f America stood, like, 


a leaderless army, awaiting the sound 
of some voice calling to battle in the 
name of the people. That waiting was 
not In vain, in that convention a De­ 
mocracy as deep and basic as Jeffer­ 
son’s found voice, and when the cir­ 
cling standards of the states at last 
clustered about the standard of Ne­ 
braska .those who saw and understood 
knew that real Democracy had found 
words to express its thoughts and a 
general to lead it in the field. 
Under 
that leadership the beaten, disorgan­ 
ized, discouraged army took the field 
against the exultant hosts of plutocracy 
and waged a conflict which carried 
consternation Into 
the 
very 
throne 
rooms of 
modern 
feudalism. 
They 
trembled because the platform of 1896, 
in what it implied, even more than in 
what it said, was a declaration of war 
upon every special privilege, every le­ 
galized robbery, every vested wrong. 
Had the policy of 1892 and 1894 been 
indorsed in that convention, the Demo­ 
cratic party would have sunk to the 
rank of a third party. Vitalized by the 
now leader, and the new defiance of ag­ 
gregated wealth, we polled almost 1,- 
000,000 more votes than 
ever 
before, 
and a larger per cent of the total vote 
than in 1892. 
We won back nearly 40 
congressmen lost in 1894, and cut down 
the Republican majority by two-thirds. 
And this in the face of the most des­ 
perate campaign of corruption and in­ 
timidation ever known. 


In 1900, in spite of the administration's 
successful foreign war, in spite of the 
spirit of militarism, notwithstanding 
the full dinner pail argument, and In 
the face of the Republican party's be­ 
coming a guarantor of prosperity, by 
marching on in the same path, and ap­ 
pealing to the people to discard the 
evil policy of Imperialism wo cut down 
the Republican majority in the house 
to 20, and while defeated, still held the 
ground gained since 1894. 


I cite this history to show h'lw falla­ 
cious Is the argument of those who 
think that our party can win by becom­ 
ing like the Republican party. 
There 
w is never a greater mistake. The more 
unlike the Republican party we be­ 
come the better our chances to win. 
The policy of imperialism abroad, and 
of shameless subserviency to the de­ 
mand of monopoly 
at home must In 
time bring destruction to the party In 
power. We as a party, must stand for 
the reforms which they oppose. 
We 
must not be afraid to speak out for the 
things in which we believe. In 1892 we 
moved up from the platform of 1894 and 
won. In 1896 we advanced from the po­ 
sition of 1892, and saved the party from 
destruction. In 1900 we added that noble 
appeal for righteousness against Impe­ 
rialism which raised the party to a 
moral altitude superior to that of the 
churches. And now let us take coun­ 
sel as to how we shall apply the eter­ 
nal principles of liberty and Democra­ 
cy to the new conditions of 1903. 


For that there are new conditions who 
can deny? Let us not now make the 
mistake which the convention of 1892 so 
narrowly avoided—the mistake of wor­ 
shiping the verbal expressions of for­ 
mer platform as fetishes. Therein lies 
the backward road to ruin, 
at the polls won at any sacrifice Of true 
democracy will be more disastrous than 
any defeat. 
There are those who say 
and say with great plausibility, that by 
making peace with 
Wall 
street, we 
might make sure of winning in 1904. 
Such gentlemen hold out promises of 
much fatness in the honors and emolu- 


The chief issue of 1896, in the form 
then put forward Is dead. To attem pt 
to galvanize it into life is to be false 
to the spirit of 1896. 
The spirit mak- 
eth alive, but the latter killeth—let this 
text shed light upon your deliberations. 
The paramount issue of 1900 must wait. 
The consciences of men were ajid still 
are wrung by our arguments against 
Imperialism, 
but the fancied welfare 
of their pocketbooks prevailed on the 
day of election. And now the new feud­ 
alism of the trusts so overshadows all 
else In men’s minds that they will not 
shape theLr political course by consid­ 
erations of our foreign or colonial poli­ 
cy. The issue of today was implied in 
every past platform, yea, In the dec­ 
laration of 1779, in Magna Charta, wher­ 
ever right has striven against might. 
But it awaits expression at our hands. 
All forms of oppression 
have 
been 
bound into a single sheaf and named the 
trust. 
In it is slavery for the produc­ 
ing masses. In it is the tariff wrong. 
In it is the currency monopoly, reaching 
out for the 
banking business of the 
world. In it is government by injunc­ 
tion invoked by corporate employes of 
labor. In it is imperialism seizing the 
homes of weaker people 
for the ex­ 
ploitation of capital. 
At the trust we 
may aim our blows, confident that when 
the Goliath falls, down with him will go 
all the hosts of 
Philistine 
evils at 
which we have been hacking-. 


The problem were simple if it were 
as easy to do as to know what to do. 
Three roots bear up the dominion of the 
trusts. 
These are highway monopoly, 
tariff monopoly and 
land 
monopoly. 
Land monopoly in the form of owner­ 
ship" of mines and forests has so far 
come forward as to have been made an 
issue by the Democrats of New York 
in a platform denouncing the Anthra­ 
cite trust. This great evil demands the 
attention of all who hope to see indus­ 
trial wrongs set right. 


The tariff monopoly alone seems to me 
insufficient to account for apy of the 
great and powerful trusts. 
They rose 
under its shelter, but, controlling as 
they now do, our mines, forests and 
railways, most if not all of them, could 
still live though trade were free. Yet, 
any movement towards free trade is 
in itself good, and how can we better 
serve the cause of truth than to couple 
the name of such industrial giants as 
the trust with the ancient and absurd 
lie “protection to infant industries.’’ 
Furthermore, while free trade might 
not kill the trusts it would establish a 
line beyond which their robberies could 
not extend. Hence, 
we should renew 
our war on protection, unfurl again the 
tariff reform flag, and demand free 
trade in trust made goods. 
Of the 
very essence of liberty is the right to 
move from place to place and to trans­ 
port property. 
He who Is bound to 
the place where he was born Is a 6erf. 
He who controls the highways by which 
we must move and 
transport 
goods 
holds us in a sort 
of serfdom. 
The 
third great bulwark of the trusts is 
highway monopoly. It appears in every 
city in monopoly of our streets by the 
public service corporations, and every­ 
where in the 
privately-owned steam 
railway lines, controlled 
almost ex­ 
clusively by the same group of indus­ 
trial potentates who own 
the 
other 
trusts. 
W hether private 
individuals 
could under any 
circumstances suc­ 
cessfully compete in business with the 
trusts may be questioned, but it may 
be taken for granted that, as long as 
the stock of the railways and the trusts 
are owned by the same interests, no one 
can compete with either. 
There are 
those who seem to believe that proper 
restrictive statutes vigorously enforced 
w-Ill cure this evil. I am not in agree­ 
ment 
with 
these 
optimistic 
views. 
There is no force In the law to com­ 
pel the single owner of two railways 
to compete with himself, nor is it possi­ 
ble by statute to prevent men as rail­ 
way owners from granting favors to 
themselves as shippers. Against a com­ 
bination go fortified all the Quaker guns 
of mock strenuousness will be pointed 
ln> vain. So long as. this concentration 
of- ownership exists there can be but 
two kinds of, business in this country, 
that dqne by the trusts and that done 
by .consent .of the trusts. 
So long as 
this condition exists government of the,

people, by and for the people must re­ 
main « theory only and not a condition. 
Be not deceived; there 
are only two 
horns to the 
railway 
dilemma. 
We 
must choose between railway owner­ 
ship and the operation of government 
and government ownership and opera­ 
tion of railways. And in the resumption 
by the people of the control of their 
own highways \vill be found the most 
simple and practicable way toward de­ 
priving the trusts of their power for 
evil. 


It lies with you. my friends, to make 
this day great. You may do so by a 
brave recognition 
of the 
stupendous 
questions to which I have referred, and 
an intrepid attem pt to do the utmost 
thing needful. 
As a party we have 
marched far, but we must march on. 
There will beset us the temptations to 
retreat to pleasant fields 
long since 
passed over, but we must march on. 
To some it may seem best to linger on 
last night’s camping ground; but if we 
are true to our duty we must march 
on. 
To halt is to retreat: retreat is 
rout and ruin. The forward march Is 
not only the road of honor, but the way 
of safety. 


The people are ready for issues ade­ 
quate to meet the needs of this great 
crisis. They will greet with acclama­ 
tions him who will speak the word for 
the hour. Have the greatness to speak 
that word here and now. Take coun­ 
sel. not of your fears, but of your cour­ 
age. 
Be guided, not by your doubts, 
but by your convictions. 
Speak out 
the uttermost thing in your hearts and 
the people will rise to it. Nay, I wrong 
the people: 
Give utterance to all the 
Democracy which in in you, that you 
may rise to the level of the common 
man. Turn to the future and not to the 
past. 
Never did the great world spin 
so swiftly down the ringing grooves of 
change. W ith our eyes upon the pole 
star of principle, let us 
shape 
our 
course with reference to where we stand 
today. Give us a platform and a ticket 
expressive of these truths and in the 
history of our state and our Dartv this 
day will be forever memorable.

TO TEST VALIDITY 
OF FLAT TAX LAW 


Arguments Made in District Court 
in Denver—Decision Expect­ 
ed Within Few Days. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Denver, June 
24.—Arguments were 
heard before Judge Carpenter in the 
district court this afternoon In the case 
of the State vs. the United States Re­ 
duction and Refining company. 
This 
is the test case upon the flat tax law. 
Joel F. Vaile, of the firm of Wolcott 
& Vaile, appeared for the milling com­ 
pany. while Attorney General Miller 
appeared for the state. 


Mr. Valle argued that 
this 
com­ 
pany was Incorporated years before the 
law providing for a 
flat 
tax 
waB 
passed and that it paid $15,000 in fees 
to do business within this state. This 
gave It a right to exist for a term of 
20 years. A law cannot be retroactlye 
and the state cannot now come in and 
Impose conditions or exact in the shape 
of taxation anything not provided In 
this original contract between 
the 
company and the state. Under its char­ 
ter the law cannot now declare it le­ 
gally out of existence. 


Attorney General Miller for the state 
combated this and said that the con­ 
stitution conferred the right upon the 
legislature to place taxes upon corpo­ 
rations to exist or which have existed 
in order to raise revenues to defray the 
expenses of government. The flat tax 
is in effect a license to do business and 
in no wise Infringes upon the con­ 
stitution. 


It is expected that the cour* will 
hand down a decision within .t few 
days.

JAILER LARRABEE RECEIVES 
NEWS OF HORRIBLE CRIME 
COMMITTED AT OLD HOME 


Night Jailer W. P. Larrabee received 
a communication yesterday from his 
mother. who lives at Greenville. 
111., 
stating that his sister, May Larrabee, 
h a d been criminally assaulted at her 
home Friday night, by a negro named 
B e n Lee. 
Miss Larrabee Is about 37 
y e a r s old and lived at home with her 
innther, who is completely paralyzed 
a n d confined to her bed. 
The young 
woman has given up her life to the 
c a r e of her mother. 
She was attend­ 
ing to her usual duties last Friday 
night, when Bob Lee 
came 
to 
the 
house and assaulted her in the same 
room with her invalid mother. 
They 
live on a farm several miles from the 
town and it was some time before the 
people of the neighborhood learned of 
It. 
The sheriff of the county and a 
number of persons set out in pursuit 
and overtook Lee several miles from 


the house, riding on an old horse. They 
were able to trace him by the tracks 
that had been left in the soft earth. 
Lee wore a torn shoe and the horse had 
a broken hoof. 


When he was brought back to the 
house both women positively identified 
him as the perpetrator of the deed, 
and he was taken to Greenville and 
locked in the town jail. A large num­ 
ber of the citizens, gathered, however, 
and it was feared that a lynching would 
follow. 
The sh’eriff finally decided to 
take his prisoner to Carlyle, 
several 
miles from Greenville, where he was 
kept until the following day and then 
taken to the state penitentiary at Ches­ 
ter. The penitentiary records show that 
Lee has served a term there for assault 
with intent to kill. His trial will come 
up in September and Mr. Larrabee will 
go there for the purpose of pushing the 
prosecution.

❖ will listen to the facts and render a verdict 


All preparations for the trial have 
been made by both sides, and as soon 
as the jury has been secured the in­ 
troduction of evidence will begin on the 
part of the prosecution. J. Ried Crow­ 
ell has been .engaged as special prose­ 
cuting counsel by the friends and rela­ 
tives of the murdered woman. He will 
co-operate with the district attorney 
and his assistant. Subpoenas were is­ 
sued by the district clerk yesterday for 
more witnesses who will testify on 
behalf of the 
people. 
Among 
those 
subpoenaed were Coroner Law, Rev. 
Washington E. 
Gladden, 
who 
lives 
across the street from the Trusty house; 
Mrs. Martha Pennington, who testified 
at the coroner’s inquest that she had 
heard the shot fired that resulted in 
Mrs. Trusty’s death, and a number of 
others who testified at the inquest. 


The district attorney will attem pt to 
prove that Trusty is the murderer of 
his wife, and for th at purpose will in­ 
troduce evidence concerning his family 
life, and his manner of treating the 
murdered woman. An im portant piece 
Df evidence in the case will 
be 
the 
blood-stained coat which Trusty wore 
tvhen he was arrested. The district at- 
:orney will argue that the blood stains 


prove 
that Trusty 
threw 
his arm 
around the dead woman’s neck, and 
held back her head as he fired the 
bullet into her brain. The defense, on 
the other • hand, will argue that the 
coat became spotted with blood when 
Trusty lifted her in his arm s after her 
death. 


Attorney C. L. McKesson, who will 
be the leading counsel for the defense, 
will be assisted by W. B. Townsend, a 
colored lawyer from Pueblo. Mr. Town­ 
send will arrive in the city tonight or 
tomorrow morning, and take part in the 
impaneling of the jury. 


It is estimated by court officials that 
it will require at least a week to dis­ 
pose of the case and get the issues into 
the hands of the jury. It will be the 
only murder trial at this term, and 
when called will be pushed to comple­ 
tion, -ith o u t being interfered with by 
any other cases.

PRESIDENT FIN N ER TY TALKS 
ABOUT DILLON- PROPERTY. 


Michael Finnerty, president of the 
rjillon Gold Mining company, 
stated 
yesterday that that property was look­ 
ing better at this time than in many 
months past. The showing being made 
by Lessees Kaufmann, 
Mitchell ■ and 
Featherstone on the north end of the 
property is exceptionally creditable and

Case said yesterday, “I am strongly in 
favor of such a plan, other offers haye 
beèn made in the.past but this, ia the 
best offer that has>yet. been. made,.and 
I believe it a good offer. Jt will' i t - 


lieve the city of the necessity of look­ 
ing aftsr and caring for its, sewage, and 
at the same, time will make possible the 
building up of an important industry, 
within a few miles of the city. We will 
get a large benefit from the founding 
of this Industry and I think we should 
co-operate all we can in making it a 
possibility. 
There is but one question 
that will arise. 
We use 10,000,000 gal­ 
lons of water daily in our sewers and 
now that amount is emptied into Foun­ 
tain creek; if we divert it it will mean 
a very considerable reduction In the 
size of the stream, and it Is possible 
that suits will follow on the part of 
farmers along the creek below. There 
is no danger of the success of such 
suits, however, and I do not believe the 
city should be deterred from carrying 
out the trojec't through any such fears.”

7. It violates rights that are recog­ 
nized by the police and courts of jus­ 
tice, on every day of the year except 
this one, because it disturbs the peace. 

8. Because storekeepers lack proper 
knowledge of the 
deadly 
nature 
of 
many articles which they handle, as 
they are sold but once a year. 


9. Because it is an undeniable fact 
that consumers are even more ignorant, 
hazardous goods being placed on .the 
m arket under different names.

among our youth, of the true spirit of 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence, 
which is to maintain for all citizens of 
our country the right of “the pursuit of 
happiness.”

A fter the transcript (Exhibit A.) w as 
com pleted the am ount of fees collected 
for each individual perm it issued as shown 
on stubs, was checked against the build­ 
ing inspector's m onthly report to the city 
treasu rer and all differences noted. (See 
Exhibit F.) 


Then the sum s collected for w ater for 
construction purposes, as shown on build­ 
ing perm it stubs, were checked against 
the stubs of receipts given by w ater com ­ 
m issioner for m onies received by him from 
the building Inspector.

Indicating the possibility 
Of num erous buildings having been erected 
for which no building perm its were, taken 
out, or th a t paym ents m ight have beeu 
made for sam e and none Issued. To com ­ 
pile this statem ent 
(E xhibit 1.) 
consid­ 
erable time was consumed, for g reat care 
w as necessary in checking from , one to 
the other, as the period between the ta k ­ 
ing out of the tapping perm it and the is­ 
suance of a building perm it varied from 
a few days to as much as one y ear and 
there w ere over 2.750 tapping perm its to 
check against about 2,000 building per­ 
mits, requiring a clnse scrutiny of own­ 
ers' nam es and locations of property, this 
la tte r often incorrect, to m ake the check. 


As a large num ber of cases w ere found 
w here the tapping perm it stub did not 
clearly distinguish between new and old 
buildings, all doubtful cases w ere included 
and investigated. 
This w as accom plished 
by engaging the services of two experi­ 
enced canvassers, whose w ork In this di­ 
rection w as of the utm ost im portance and 
carried out in a m ost satisfactory m anner.

plete retu rn s have not been m ade up to 
the present time. This, with the num ber 
still under investigation (See No, 10 above) 
leave a total of about 100 cases yet to dis­ 
pose of, representing about $475.00.

T h a total cost of the investigation to 
d ate (June 22) h a s' been $560.50, of which 
$187.50 w as paid canvassers and $373.00 the 
acco u n tan t. 
T here was collected during 
tn$ investigation $393.86. leaving the n et 
cost to the city $166.65. which, considering 
the n atu re and requirem ents of the inves­ 
tigation, the m ass of m aterial exam ined 
an d Checked, persons Interviewed and cor­ 
respondence entered into, is certainly a 
sm all cost for the w ork accomplished. One 
hundred and fiften letters w ere w ritten 
and over 900 persons interviewed in con­ 
nection w ith this work. 


I t will be noted th a t my Pfeli^ inar,y reT 
port, under date of April 13, 1903, placed 
the shortage, as per records, a t $1,203.47. 
Since th a t tim e the total has been in­ 
creased to $2,935.88, an Increase of about 
144 per cent. The Increase represents Items 
of which no office record could be found 
and in this class m ust be included the 100 
cases stll under Investigation. 
As 
all 
necessary d ata in connection w ith these 
has been taken, it rem ains but to get defi­ 
nite results; by personal interviews and 
answ ers to letters already w ritten, to close 
the entire investigation, which under or­ 
dinary conditions should be a m atter of 
only a few days at the most.

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LAY DOWN TO DIE AND 


THEN WANDERED ABOUT. 


Shortly after 12 o'clock noon yes- 
t&r’d'ay. Dr. Harlan Trask, who hap­ 
pened to be passing, noticed a man, 
still unconscious, but covered with 
blood, lying in a gutter at the corner 
of West Bijou street and Wahsatch 
avenue. 
Dr. Trask immediately not­ 
ified the police, stating that the man 
had two ugly gashes on each side of 
the throat and had been stabbed over 
the heart. 
It appeared as if the man 
had 
deliberately 
chosen 
the gutter 
In which to die. 


Day Sergeant Bennett received the 
telephone message shortly after 12 
o’clock. 
The ambulance 
was 
dis­ 
patched at once to the place where Dr. 
Trask reported he had seen the sup­ 
posedly dying man. County Physician 
Richardson was notified of the case. 
When the ambulance arrived at West 
Bijou and Wahsatch the man had dis­ 
appeared. The officers searched alleys 
and streets in the neighborhood but 
could gain no clue to aid them. Think­ 
ing they had been telephoned a false 
report the ambulance returned to the 
barn at Kiowa street and Nevada ave­ 
nue. 


Notified Again. 


At 3 o’clock the telephone at police 
headquarters 
again rang. 
A 
man’s 
voice said: 


“There’s a man near the Santa Fe 
bridge on Platte avenue, who has blood 
all over his face and is acting pecul­ 
iarly. I believe he is dying." 


Chief King and Detective J. Gregory, 
without waiting for the ambulance, 
hurried to the neighborhood mentioned 
in the message. 


When they reached the bridge they 
saw a man staggering across it, catch­ 
ing himself unsteadily as he tried to 
walk the ties and swaying as if from 
dizziness. 
Chief King telephoned for 
the patrol wagon and Detective Greg­ 
ory, climbing the bridge, took hold of 
the man and brought him down. 
He 
was taken to the station and was so 
weak that Dr. Richardson took charge 
of him at once. 
He had to be carried 
into the building. 


On the right side of the throat ex­ 
tended for a length of three inches a 
gaping and deep wound. 
The Instru­ 
ment with which it had been done had 
barely missed the jugular vein. On the 
left side, extended another gash not 
quite as long, however, nor as deep as 
that on the right side. Over the heart 
were six wounds resembling the stabs 
made by a light dirk. 
The vest was 
unbuttoned, indicating that the gar­ 
ment had been partially removed be­ 
fore the wounds were inflicted. 
The 
flow of blood had stopped but the vest, 
coat, shirt, underclothes and trousers 
to a short distance above the knee 
were saturated with the life fluid. 


Taken to Hospital. 


Dr. Richardson teftephoned for the 
ambulance and the man was taken to 
St. Francis hospital. 
While waiting 
for the ambulance, the police closely 
questioned the suspected suicide, but 
to every question the head was shaken 
negatively and absolute silence was 
maintained. 
Several ' times the man’s 
head sank forward, but he kept his 
nerve and weakly remonstrated when 
searched and a packet of papers and 
letters and a small pen knife were ta­ 
ken from him. 
It was evident that 
with this weapon tha wounds had been 
made. 


The pocket knife waa of a cheap, 
black-horned variety.

Letters Give Clew. 


Among the papers removed from his 
pockets was a letter addressed to A.

“That was quick,” said Father Dixon, 
approvingly. 
“If the sun hadn’t been 
behind the clouds for a moment I 
couldn’t have faced you, though. Come 
in.” 


The gate swung open. Of the thou­ 
sands who visit Stratton’s park annu­ 
ally, hundreds climb the lane and call 
on the Dixons. Hospitality is a part of 
his creed. 
Years ago he yielded to a 
popular request and kept refreshments 
for the thirsty. 
That explains the 
sign, “‘Closed on Sunday.” 
In hie 
ice house he keeps beer—the strongest 
drink one may procure at Dixon’s placs, 


To one side of the lane, abutting o l 
the toll road, is a cottage-like struc­ 
ture. This is the wayside inn. Should 
Father Dixon not be in sight you pull 
a wire which is attached to a cow­ 
bell across the roadway and near the 
kitchen door of the residence. 


“All kinds of ppople,” is the way he 
describes his callers of the past 30 
years. 
lie has entertained and given 
the cooling beverage to men bearing 
names distinguished in almost every 
walk of life. 
Many of them have re­ 
membered the cheerful philosopher of 
the ranch in the foothills and have sent 
him remembrances. 


This is a veracious chronicle of the 
Dixons, but I lack the power to con­ 
vey to you the sense of rest, of son- 
tent that contact with these two pio­ 
neers gives the man or woman wearied 
of things—and we all are, more or 
less. 
Father Dixon is as was Horace 
living his life on his farm; he surely 
is of kin to those philosophers who, 
with kindly eye, saw life through rose- 
colored spectacles. 
The very contrast 
of his quiet, well-ordered existence to 
the universal struggle around us is, in 
itself, quieting and' helpful. 


Perhaps it should be explained that 
both Mr. and Mrs. Dixon are English. 
Sixty-eight years ago he was born in 
County Durham; sixty-four years ago 
she first saw the light in London. And 
in this connection the question might 
be raised: would it be possible for an 
American to put into practice those 
unusual principles that make Father 
Dixon so eminently a physician of the 
heart? Sturdy and vigorous, his laugh 
is clear, his hand steady, and his sym­ 
pathy ever forthcoming. 
And it is 
nothing for him to chop a cord of 
firewood or to cheerfully, hospitably, 
graciously wait on what is known as 
“the holiday crowd,” crowds that com­ 
pletely fill the wayside inn.

“I came to the United States in 
1856,” he said, as the Photographer and 
myself followed him into the deep and 
fragrant shade of the orchard.

year ago last September I returned, 
but I didn’t like it enough to. remain. 
To me this is a very satisfying home 
and it is the country of my choice. 


“I drove a team across the plains in 
1860, and then became a driver for 
the 
Wells-Fargo 
Express 
company, 
starting from Leavenworth, Kansas. 
When I reached Denver I fancied I 
would settle here, and following the 
drift to Pike’s Peak, I picked upon this 
valley to winter in. This was in 1862. 
The summer and winter before I had 
been engaged in prospecting In the 
mountains. 
Two summers after that 
were spent in Idaho or In mines in this 
territory. In 1866 I took up ISO acres 
here and began the construction of 
that little log house you see by the 
scrub-oaks yonder. 


“No,” he replied, in answer to my 
question, “I never had trouble with 
the Indians. 
They would come down 
the mountain passes in great numbers 
and I had many friends. They would 
camp here and I’ve had good times— 
very good times, for an Indian isn’t 
very much different from you or I, 
I would fool with them, wrestle with 
them, and we would put what we had 
in the way of food -together and have 
good-eating.

“In ’68, however,” continued’ Father 
Dixon, reminiscently, “we got a dose 
of ’em. 
It was the time they killed 
the Robbins boys. 
John Wolfe was 
my companion then, and we were haul­ 
ing grain from the flat lands near the 
creek—Cheyenne creek—down yonder. 
It was in the fall of the year. Some­ 
one rode by and told us the Indians 
were on the warpath. 
Never in your 
life have 
you 
seen a heavy grain 
wagon unloaded with more rapidity. 
We whipped up and came tearing for 
the house here, but they never came on 
Cheyenne creek. 
They were not the 
Utes, but Arapahoes and Cheyennes. 
I could never be made to believe the 
Utes had had a hand in the killings. 
I helped put the two Robbins boys, 
who were shot down without warning, 
into the wagon.” 


Those early days comprise the only 
excitement that has come into the life 
of William Dixon. 
He cut and hewed 
the pine and spruce logs for his house 
and the building of it occupied him 
during the winter of 1866-7. 
The 160 
acres include what is now known as 
Stratton park and his own place. The 
street car company purchased what 
was the nucleus of the park and then 
when W. S. Stratton became so heavily 
interested in the company he pur­ 
chased other parcels of land from the 
Dixons. 
In this way the Fortune that 
long ago the pioneer gave up endeavor­ 
ing to seek came to him and, as he 
expresses it, happiness kept it com­ 
pany. 


In 1875 he was married to Miss C. 
West, whose brother built the first 
structure now occupied by Hemenway’s 
grocery stands on South Tejon street. 
Dixon took the comely young woman 


from London to *his comfortable log 
cottage and to his constantly increas­ 
ing thankfulness found he had wed a 
kindred spirit; a woman to whom the 
ripening fruit, the sunlight, the simple 
cares of their farm life, the beauty of 
nature spread around them, was suffi­ 
cient to fill her cup of happiness. 
If 
her husband was a philosopher she had 
a healthy strain of poetry mixing with 
another sharply defined strain—that of 
domesticity and a native executive 
ability. 


There is a peculiarity about the Dix­ 
on place, exclusive of the personality 
of Father Dixon, that seems to twine 
about everything inanimate or growing. 
Onde the weather-stained gate swings 
open Colorado becomes lost in New 
England. 
Trees, a perfect forest in 
miniature, encompass you; the sunlight 
flecks the thick sward in spaces the 
size of a dollar. The graen branches 
of tall trees interlock overhead, and in 
leafy habitation scores of birds hold 
camp meeting. 


In the orchard where -peach, plum 
and apple trees have attained that dig­ 
nified maturity that gives the tender 
early leaves the appearance of being 
out of proportion, so small are they in 
comparison to the 
gnarled 
twisted 
trunks, the mountains are lost to sight. 
Fugitive lines, such 
as 
“the 
forest 
primeval,’' and half-forgotten phrases 
from Evangeline keep ringing through 
the mind—for, through the tracery of 
tree trunks, the gray log house the 
pioneer built during the winter thirty- 
seven years ago, looms bathed in shad­ 
ow in the twilight of the orchard. 


It is kept in much the same condi­ 
tion as when William Dixon drew 
the 
latch 
string 
and 
ushered 
in 
his 
bride. 
The 
square-hewn 
logs 
are good for 
many 
years 
yet 
to 
come, there is no rusty creaking as the 
door swings back into the dim interior.

The windows, small and set deep in 
the walls, are shaded by muslin cur­ 
tains. 
The Photographer looked to­ 
ward the corner near the fireplace as 
if he expected to see the long-barreled, 
old-fashioned rifle. The cabin was an 
excellent place of defense. 


Across the path, bordered by luxu­ 
riantly untrimmed grass 
is 
the 
ice 
house, screened by a grove of scrub 
oak. 
These trees, stunted bushes on 
the 
mountain 
sides, 
have 
climbed 
through the years straight and graceful 
to a height of from twenty to thirty 
feet. The proximity of the ice and its 
constant melting has 
furnished 
the 
moisture and the rich, dark soil the 
nutriment. 


It is the trees that lend the enchant­ 
ment. Across the driveway is a mod­ 
ern, well-built frame cottage, approach­ 
ing the Quèen Anne in its style of 
architecture. 
It is the home 
of 
the 
Dixons, and for more than ten years 
the cabin has been deserted for the 
comforts the larger house affords. But, 
surrounded with green, enclosed, em­ 
braced in green, the angles and cor­ 
rect lines of the carpen,0r do not of­ 
fend; the cottage is apart of the scene 
and the absence of the pruning knife 
and mower make you desire its pres­ 
ence. 
It is the least of the picturesque 
touches, yet it fills its place. 


Where 
the 
branches 
sweep 
low, 
guarded by giant cottonwood, and in 
plain view of the wide windows of the 
house, stands a shaft of sculptured 
stone. 


It is in the form of a broken tree 
trunk and the carving is startingly like 
the handiwork of Nature. 
The wrink­ 
led bark is there and the ivy vine 
twines around the seamed sides. , A 
dove, attracted by the delicate leaf, 
holds the ivy in eager bill, and under­ 
neath is cut deep on a smoothed tablet:

It is the grave of two of the chil­ 
dren, the daughter and an infant boy. 
A third, that died at its birth, is bur­ 
ied elsewhere on the grounds. It was 
buried in the dead of winter, and the 
storms that heaped the white blankets 
above the sleeping child served to re­ 
move when spring came at last, all 
trace of the infants’ bed. The father 
has searched in vain over the garden.

Half of the horror of death 
comes from the knowledge that the 
loved one is taken from you forever.

T H E ELECTION FRAUDS AT CRIPPLE CREEK. 
T 


HE ELECTION contest just concluded at Cripple 
Creelc has disclosed a condition of affairs which 
should’be the subject of a searching and diligent 
inquiry by officers of the law. 


In issuing the peremptory writ to the mayor and city 
council, directing them to seat the Democratic contest­ 
ants, Judge Theron Stevens took occasion to express in 
vigorous language his opinion of political conditions as 
they exist in the city and to condemn the barefaced 
frauds by which an attempt had been made to seat the two 
Republican contestants. 


Touching the bold debauchery of the ballot, the judge 
said, “There ought to be some way under the sun to stop 
these proceedings, and, therefore, a temporary writ will 
issue at once.” 


Afterwards, discussing the matter, he said: “In my 
opinion there is no question but that the ballot box of 
precinct 17 in the Second ward had been tampered with 
and opened. 
While this was not material in the case 
unless it was shown that the ballots had been tampered 
with and that the poll books had been changed, yet the 
testimony showed that there was a discrepancy between 
the count of votes as made in the court and as reported 
by the judges. 
The odium of the crime must fall upon 
the parties profiting thereby, and I cannot see in this case 
how the Democrats could be accused of putting up a job 
on themselves.” 


It is quite apparent, therefore, from all the evidence in 
the case, that the members of the Republican party in 
Cripple Creek have been repeating the crimes of their 
fellow partisans in Colorado Springs, who, a few years 
ago, manipulated the ballots in such a shameless manner 
as to call down a severe-and just rebuke from the supreme 
court of this state. 


In Cripple Creek the ballot boxes themselves were 
evidences of the commission of a crime. When they were 
turned over by Clerk Weyand to his successor, the seals 
and lock? wore in good condition. and just as they had 
come from the election judges. When they were exhibited 
in court last week, the seals and locks were all broken. 


Such a state of affairs is a disgrace and a dishonor to 
any party in any community. 
It strikes at the honesty 
and sanctity of the ballot, subverts the will of the people 
ana makes an election little more than a farce. 


While in this particular instance the criminals will 
not profit by cheir crimes, the outrageous character of the 
procedings is not lessened in any degree. 


While it is very difficult to apprehend and bring to 
justice such conspirators against decency and law, the 
people of Cripple Creek owe it to themselves to see that 
nothing is left undone to secure the punishment of the 
perpetrators of this crime.

THE REPORT IN THE CORAY CASE. 


T 


HE REPORT of E. S. Bach, the accountant employed 
to check the books of E. S. Coray, formerly building 
inspector, shows shortages and discrepancies amount­ 
ing to something like $3.000. 
Such, however, was the 
jumbled state of the books that all the facts will never be 
known. 


The conditions as shown by the report were disgrace 
ful, and while the building inspector is the man at whose' 
door the defalcation will be laid, the city officers who 
permitted such an outrage to go on day after day and 
week after week under their very eyes come very close 
to being participants in the crime. 


It is altogether discouraging that such a mess should 
be found to exist in any public office. 
The indications 
are that the building inspector was given free and absolute 
control of his office, that his reports were accepted with­ 
out question, that no one ever looked into his books or 
supervised his methods or questioned his way of doing 
business. 
Taken altogether it was the most nonchalant 
method of conducting an important public office that has 
developed in this free and easy city for many a day. 


The greatest discrepancies appear to exist in two classes, 
those supported by affidavits and checks showing that 
the fees had been paid but or which there is no record 
of permits having 
been 
issued; 
second, statement of 
amounts collected for permits and water construction as 
per the books of the inspector, which amounts were not 
turned over to the water commissioner. In both of these 
classes the shortages and neglect of duty could have been 
ascertained at a very early day if the council and other 
city officials had given the most casual inspection of the 
records or have made the necessary comparisons with 
the other city records. 


It is valueless now to upbraid or condemn the former 
inspector of buildings. His case is in the courts and the 
city should rest no effort to see that the matter is fully 
presented when the trials are on. 


The important thing now is this: Is the city to gain 
any useful lessons from this betrayal of the people’s trust? 
Are city officials to be permitted to carry on the affairs 
of their offices without any supervision or checkipg or 
correction? Is political pull going to cover a multitude 
of sins as it has hitherto? 


Much as the Gazette regrets to say it, there are evi­ 
dences that politics and political pulls are still in evi­ 
dence in the municipal administration of this city. 


As an example of this may be cited the fact that the 
two chief police officers of this city, who have been under 
arrest for several weeks for serious offenses, are still 
permitted to maintain their respective positions without 
hindrance. ThiB is apparently the same sort of a politi­ 
cal pull that elected Coray to office and permitted him 
to manipulate that office for several years for his own 
personal benefit. 


It is unquestionably a 6tate of affairs which demands 
the attention of every honorable, law-abiding citizen. The 
management of our city affairs ought to be at least upon 
as high a plane as that which obtains in the ordinary 
aiiairs of business life, and no one will pretend that such 
a condition of things would be tolerated one hour in any 
well-organized business concern. 
To continue men in 
office after they have been 
placed 
under arrest upon 
charges highly detrimental to the conduct of that office 
is an insult to every citizen of the city. It indicates rather 
forcibly that the Coray lesson has been without effect 
upon the political rulers of this community. 


If the United States had done nothing else for the 
Cubans than rid their island of the scourge of yellow 
fever, this nation would be entitled to the everlasting 
gratitude of the new republic. There has been no small­ 
pox since 1900 and no yellow fever since 1901. 
Both 
< diseases have been practically eliminated by the scientific 
sanitation carried on by the United States. It has been 
a great victory for science, for cleanliness and for health. 


R. BRYAN has issued another'statement on the 
political outlook. 
His position 
in, the- party 
naturally lends interest to whatever he may say, 
and were it not for that position his .jpreSent attitude 
would receiv ebut scant approval in any quarter. 


His latest utterance is aimed, like all his recent ones, 
at what he terms “reorganizers,” and Mr. Cleveland comes 
in for the usual amount of attention. 


We have heretofore stated that Mr. Cleveland would 
be a most unwelcome candidate for western Democrats 
but the spectacle of the man who has been twice de­ 
feated for the presidency—the second time worse than 
the first—berating and reading out of the party the only 
man the democratic party has been able to elect since 
the civil war, is one which should cause Democrats, if it 
does not cause angels, to weep. 


There is nothing past due from the Democratic party 
to Mr. Bryan and his most ardent admirer does not be­ 
lieve that either he or anyone who represents his ideas 
can be elected president next year. 


Is he resolved that since the country will not accept 
him he will see to it that no other shall succeed? 


He says: “It is little short of amazing that editors 
and politicians who assume to themselves- a monopoly on 
political sagacity, as well as upon political virtue, should 
close their eyes to the fact that in the p resen ce of the 
great evils under which the American people are suf­ 
fering, men are studying political questions and are cry­ 
ing not merely for victory for a particular party but are 
crying for actual and practical relief.” 


This is a little indefinite but how are we to get any 
actual and practical relief” except through some politir 
cal organization ? 


To attempt it through 
what 
is known as Bryan 
Democracy or Democracy as Mr. Bryan would have it 
is simply to invite defeat 


He further says: "If the reorganizers go before the 
voters with their policies and plans and secure the in­ 
dorsement of those policies and plans by a majority of 
the voters of the party, they will be entitled to the plat­ 
form, the nominees, and the organization, but they have 
never yet attempted such a thing and are not likely to. They 
will set up conventions and practice deception upon the 
very people for whom they ask to speak and upon whose 
support they must rely BUT THEY WILL NOT MAKE 
AN HONEST FIGHT FOR AN HONEST PURPOSE.” 


If this be Mr. Bryan’s estimate of a very respectable 
portion of his party it must be a source of gratification 
to him that they do not unite with him in any cause. 
Surely he would not desire even the presidency at the 
hands of such abandoned characters. 


The extracts above quoted and much more which 'might 
be repeated only show how resolutely Mr. Bryan is op­ 
posed to any plan of conciliation whatever. 
He has a 
large following in certain sections and his influence is 
doubtless potent enough to insure Democratic defeat if 
tho party refuses his dictation. It is yet to be seen what 
his course will be, but in any event it will furnish little 
that is hopeful for his party if his present attitude re­ 
mains unchanged. 


There should be mutual concessions. 
They can be 
made without the surrender of a principle. 
There are 
common grounds upon which all Democrats may stand, 
and no personal considerations should prevent a meet­ 
ing there.

HE VINDICATION of S. W. Tulloch, former cashier 
of the Washington postoffice, in the charges which 
he has been making, is well nigh complete. 


A few days ago the report of Civil Service Commis­ 
sioner Proctor was published substantiating many of the 
allegations that a roll of political incompetents and dead­ 
heads had been carried to reward them for their services 
to the party. 


Now comes the report of Fourth Assistant Bristow, 
who goes into the subject exhaustively and brings the 
reckless abuse of official power down to the door of Percy 
Heath, first assistant' in 1900, if not, indeed, to Post­ 
master General Smith. Summarizing the reports made to 
him by his inspectors, Bristow says the condition of 
affairs “demanded an immediate, thorough and exhaustive 
investigation." 


But after submitting the report, he did not go to the 
point of demanding an investigation of Heath’s office. 
Among the matters contained in the report submitted by 
Bristow to the postmaster general were, the extra em­ 
ployes roll, excessive expenditure for supplies, double 
salaries to certain officials, extravagant expense bills, and 
so on. 


The report further adds that the files of the'cashier’s 
office show direct and positive orders, from high officials, 
for all these questionable payments. 


It appears, therefore, that tfie office was run in a wide- 
open fashion, and that, so far as Heath was concerned, it 
was merely a political machine. 


Postmaster General Payne is bearing the burden of 
these irregularities now, but enough has developed under 
his administration to show that there is still a great deal 
of corruption and incompetency which appears to be thor­ 
oughly ingrafted into the service, and which can only be 
rooted out by the sincerest and most painstaking efforts. 


The action of the Republican officials of Cripple Creek 
in avoiding the service upon them of papers from the 
district court, requiring them to recognize the two Demo­ 
cratic aldermen, is quite in keping with the despicable 
tactics which these politicians have hitherto pursued in 
these cases. Not content with ousting these two mem­ 
bers from the board by thoroughly unjust proceedings, 
and by the aid of ballots evidently fixed for the purpose, 
they are now intent upon evading any process of law 
designed to compel them to do justice. 
The Cripple 
Creek Democratic aldermen may have some difficulty in 
securing their rights but that they will get them in time 
is beyond question. 


The state of Kentucky seems to have at last risen 
to the proper conception of its duty in the matter of 
Breathitt county. After many persons have been killed, 
their property destroyed and life and property rendered 
unsafe, a grand jury has been called and with the pro­ 
tection of troops for witnesses and attorneys a thorough 
investigation of the crimes of that county is to take place.

« T WAS after a hunting dinner, and

there were as many scarlet coats 
I 
as black ones round the table. The 
conversation over the cigars lad

horses and horsemen with reminiscen­ 
ces of phenomenal runs. The master, had 
told one or two tall reminiscences, and 
when he cleared his throat for another 
we were all curious, for he -was a bit 
of an artist in his way. 


"It was before I was master,” said 
he "Sir Charles Adair had the hounds 
at' that time. 
It may possibly have

■ This young Wat Danbury was

pack was giving tongue together and 
running on a hot scent. Danbury saw 
them stream across one of the drivés 
and disappear upon the other side, and 
an instant later the three red coats’ of 
the hunt servants flashed after them 
upon the same line.

"In regard to the clipping you sent 
from an Ameriacn nowppnper about the 
empress dowager preparing to inaugu­ 
rate a bloody warfare on the ‘foreign 
devils,' I will say that the report is 
without confirmation.

WASHINGTON LETTER 


Discussion of the Republican National Chairman­ 
ship—Senator Lodge Not a Candidate for 
the Position— Crane the President’s 
Favorite. 


(Special Correspondence.)

ASHINGTON, D. C., June 17. 
—A few days ago the sugges­ 
tion 
appeared 
in print that 
Senator Lodge of Massachusetts might 
possibly become chairman of the na­ 
tional Republican committee. 
Where 
the suggestion originated from is a 
mystery, but is unimportant. It is the 
dull season in Washington. It probably 
surprised the 
graceful 
and accom­ 
plished senator from 
Massachusetts 
more than it did anyone else, for no 
thought has 
been 
farther from his 
mind. To accept such a position would 
not imply an abandonment of politics 
personal to himself; but his whole 
habit of thought and life are out of 
harmony with the work which falls 
to the hand of a national chairman. 
The idea of Senator Lodge succeeding 
Senator Hanna as the executive head 
of the Republican party organization 
can be dismissed as unworthy of cre­ 
dence. 


There is a doubt as to who will be 
chairman of the national Republican 
committee. 
The chances are against 
Senator Hanna remaining in that posi­ 
tion. In the first place ¡senator Hanna 
is getting 
along 
in years, and his 
physical condition will not aiiow of a 
very strenuous life. 
In the second 
place, it goes without saying that he 
would not devote his energies to the 
election of Theodore Roosevelt with 
the same ardor, enthusiasm and per­ 
sonal interest which he gave to the 
campaign of his intimate friend and 
political ally, William McKinley. 
One 
factor in the situation which might 
keep Hanna at the helm would be his 
desire to retain control of the party 
machine. This is an alluring ambition, 
for any man, and appeals with even 
greater force to Senator Hanna who 
has in the past wielded a scepter which 
can only be likened to the autocratic 
power of a dictator. 


Senator Hanna can remain in his 
present position aB chairman of the na­ 
tional committee throughout the cam- 
paign of 1904 if he will agree to do 
so. 
He will undoubtedly be asked to 
continue his services by no less a per­ 
son than President Roosevelt. If, how­ 
ever, Mr. Hanna decides to withdraw, 
the president’s choice from a personal 
point of view will undoubtedly fall 
upon ex-Governor Murray Crane, of 
Massachusetts. 
There is some doubt 
whether Governor Crane would accept 
the burden of responsibility, but it is 
believed that if he was requested to do 
so, with the impetuous earnestness the 
president shows in securing what he 
wants, Governor Crane would be un' 
able to withstand him. He would have 
accepted the position of secretary of 
the treasury, had not his connection 
with the Crane Paper company of Mas­ 
sachusetts made it seem unadvisable 
But there is little doubt, if a vacancy 
should occur in the cabinet in con­ 
nection 
with a department 
not 
so 
deeply concerned in the purchase of 
paper, Governor Crane would be dffered 
the position and would probably ac­ 
cept it. 


Postoffice Investigation. 


In the opinion of those who have 
been watching 
postofflce investiga­ 
tion from the uv,0inning, the stirring 
up of the department proper has prob­ 
ably reached its limit. Those who were 
concerned in making a good showing 
as to results aré well satisfied with 
the resignations, suspensions and pros­ 
ecutions which 
have 
already taken 
place. 
It is possible that a few minor 
clerks and officials will yet be dis­ 
charged, owing to suspicions having 
been cast upon them in the course of 
the investigation of more important 
employes; but there is certainly an air 
of relaxation among those whose duty 
it has been to keep in close touch 
with 
current 
events 
in 
Secretary 
Payne’s bailiwick. 


Gifts to the President. 


Of course, the president came back 
to the White house loaded with gifts. 
Most presidents have returned from 
western tours pleasantly freighted with 
substantial 
evidences 
of 
the 
good 
wishes of the people. 
But President 
Roosevelt’s collection is, possibly, the 
oddest and the most interesting. 
The 
heaviest of all the gifts which have 
been received during the triumphal 
tour is a large chair made from an 
elk’s horns. It has been placed in the 
president’s study. The horns are from 
a single elk’s annual shedding in a 
park in Tacoma, Wash. They had been 
saved from year to year. 
The chair 
was so heavy that It took several men 
to carry it 
A rather queer present 
was a pair of totem poles, the combina­ 
tion gravestone and family tree of the 
Alaskan 
and 
Northwestern 
Indian. 
These poles are usually erected over 
the graves of the dead, and contain 
curiobs characters 
which 
furnish a 
history of the family of the deceased. 
The Pueblo Indians near Albuquerque, 
N. M., presented the president with a 
fine Navajo blanket and a set of Indian 
pottery. Almost a museum of natural 
histijry has been sent up to the execu­ 
tive 
mansion, 
stuffed 
deer 
heads, 
stuffed mountain sheep, lizards, pheas­ 
ants, etc. The various bears and wild­ 
cats reported to have been offered Mr. 
Roosevelt have not appeared in Wash­ 
ington, but much enthusiasm is dis­ 
played over Josiah, the badger pre­ 
sented by the little maid of Sharon 
Springs,. who asked the president to 
name It after her brother. The Roose­ 
velt boys 
immediately 
appropriated 
Josiah and carted him off to Oyster 
Bay. 
The arrival of Wyoming, the 
saddle horse presented by the people 
of Douglas, Wyo., is awaited with in­ 
terest by those who have had experi­ 
ence with the demure bronk, and are 
anxious to see what effect will be pro­ 
duced on bis uncertain nature by White 
house provender. 


The Other Side of the Matter. 


Speaking of the gifts showered on 
the president, one is reminded of the 
other side of the situation as experi­ 
enced by the president’s wife. 
In re- 
¿ponse to the good wishes expressed by 
various friends when she entered the 
White house, Mrs. Roosevelt inaugu­ 
rated the practice of, sending a pretty 
handkerchief with her greetings. Hard­ 
ly had the first handkerchief left the 


W hite house than a perfect deluge of 
requests for these souvenirs came in. 
The gift of 
a simple 
handkerchief 
seems a little thing. 
Mrs. Roosevelt 
thought it would be; but when every 
orphan asylum, sewing circle, hospital, 
ladies’ aid, etc., in the country wanted 
one, the expense assumed startling pro­ 
portions. 
Miss Hagner, the social sec­ 
retary, was instructed to meet all de­ 
mands impartially and promptly, and 
before long there was not a state in the 
union that had not been the recipient, 
through 3ome of its female socieuis, 
of a handkerchief from the gracious 
first lady. 
Then a little arithmetic 
was done in connection with an hour’s 
study of the geography of the United 
States, and it appeared that 1,000 hand- 
kercheifs, even at 
25 
cents, would 
amount to quite a sum, and would not 
begin to satisfy the demand. 
So the 
practice was abandoned. But requests 
have not stopped coming, and they are 
for all kinds of things; sometimes a 
preference is expressed for a sofa pil­ 
low, or an embroidered centerpiece, oe 
some of Miss Alice's handiwork. 
Ex­ 
perience has evolved a special response 
to all requests, a brief and courteouB 
note, giving the reasons why the mis­ 
tress of the White house can not give 
to each one what is asked, and assu r­ 
ing the applicant of her sympathy in 
the charitable enterprise which i3 usu­ 
ally the excuse for the request. 


Mrs. Johnston Dying. 


Mrs. Harriet Lane Jo’nnHtou is dying. 
Since the administration of President 
Buchanan when, as 
his 
niece, she 
reigned at the White house, she has 
been a power in Washington. The best 
part of her life has been spent in the 
capitals of the world. 
She came to 
Washington first as a child of seven, 
attending the famous Visitation con­ 
vent in old Georgetown, and spending 
her Sundays and holidays with her 
uncle, who was then secretary of state. 
In 1852 she accompanied him to Eng­ 
land and presided over the American 
legation, heing received at court aB 
his daughter. 
She became a warm 
friend of Queen Victoria, and the in­ 
timacy between them was as close aa 
could exist between the queen of one 
nation and a private citizen of an­ 
other. 
One of the few personal invi­ 
tations which King Edward sent out 
for his coronation came to Mrs. John­ 
ston. 
The king had not forgotten the 
impression she made upon him when 
he visited President Buchanan during 
his trip to this country. At the court 
of Russia Mrs. Johnston again played 
the part of hostess of the American 
embassy, and later visited the capitals 
of Austria and Germany. 
One of the 
happiest reminiscences is of the day 
at Oxford when Mr. Buchanan and 
Alfred Tennyson both received the de­ 
gree of Doctor of Laws. 
More than 
half the cheering from the Oxford stu­ 
dents was for the American minister’s 
beautiful niece. 
Her husband, Henry 
Elliott Johnston, belonged to a promi­ 
nent family of Baltimore. 
They had 
known each other from college days, 
and during her absence abroad had 
kept up a lively correspondence. While 
he lived she made her home in Balti­ 
more, but after his death she came back 
to Washington. 


The President’s Godson. 


The fame of the New Mexico baby 
for whom President Roosevelt stood 
sponsor, has reached the capital. Senor 
Theodore Roosevelt Armijo seems to 
have celebrated his christening to the 
extent of his energy and the power of 
his lungs. 
With a Rough Rider for 
his father, and another Rough Rider, 
who has made quite a noise in the 
world himself, for godfather, it could 
hardly be 
expected 
that the infant 
would behave in a very moderate man­ 
ner. There are several thousand small 
Teddy Roosevelts, but only one presi­ 
dential godson. 
Sergeant Armijo, the 
boy’s father, acted as interpreter for 
Colonel Roosevelt on the eve of Las 
Guasimas, when the latter waa trying 
to buy some oats for his horse from a 
native. 
The following day the ser­ 
geant was wounded. The then colonel 
gave orders for his special care, and 
has ever since kept an eye on him, 
It 16 to be hoped the bo.y will absorb 
some of the famous “Teddy luck.”

TEH MILLIONS IN FOUR YEARS. 


The 
forthcoming 
meeting 
of the 
stockholders of Stratton’s Independ­ 
ence. to be held in London on July 21, 
will be memorable for the consideration 
of questions that are fraught with the 
utmost significance to the stockholders 
as well as to those on this side of the 
water who are interested in Cripple 
Creek. 
At the regular stockholders 
meeting held May 21, last, a motion 
was passed adjourning the meeting two 
months in order to consider tlie advis­ 
ability of declaring a 5 per cent divi­ 
dend and to take up other matters of 
import. Among the latter will be the 
$5.0011.000 damage suit which it is pro­ 
posed to bring against the estate of the 
late W. S. Stratton on the charge that 
the mine was salted during the time the 
final payments for it were being made. 


The official copy of the minutes of 
the fourth general stockholders meet­ 
ing have recently been received from 
London and show that since the pass­ 
age of the great Cripple Creek bonanza 
to the English owners the mine has 
made a most remarkable record for it­ 
self. 
On the date of transfer, May 1, 
1899, T. A. Rickard's report showed 
that there were in sight on that date 
ore reserves amounting to $6,700,000 
gross, from which net profits amount­ 
ing to $4,500,000 might be expected. 
The annual reports just published show 
that the great mine has produced in 
the four years and one month $10,250.- 
000; and has paid in dividends, with 
the cash reserve in the treasury, the 
magnificent sum of $4,520,000.

This change has 
not come about by violence and bloody 
revolution, but by the Insidious ad- 
vances, the secret usurpations of a class 
of powerful men, a class constantly nar- 
rowing until it Is now scarcely "more 
than a group. It has hot been accom- 
plished by open and avowed attacks up- 
on the right of suffrage, of freedom, of 
speech or of the press, or upon any of 
the express rights upon which we have 
been taught to look as the safeguards 
of liberty,- but it has come with the 
gradual cornering of our mines, our 
coal- and oil fields, our highways! the 
great, original sources of production, the 
means of transportation, the avenues ol 
employment, until the time has arrived 
whe*. the: once free born American Is 
born Into a monopolized and fenced-up 
world, In which he must walk in the 
nilghty . shadow of the owners of his 
country and ask of them the right to 
labor, to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness.

Enmeshed in New Feudalism. 


Do I exaggerate this evil? Let him 
who'thinks so look about him. I se 
before me many farmers and the rep

prices fixed by th 
Grain and Meat trusts, buys at price 
made: by Iron, Steel, Lumber and othe 
trusts, and reaps that the railways 'ma 
garner in. He is fortunate (if he-own 
his• farm) In having a. Hying, assuret 
but asitb whether^ or not he shall ear 
profits,' the lords of the factory, mar 
ket,* mine and highway determine fc 
hlni as absolutely as czars. But how i 
it In America, with the man who has n 
farm, with the young men going oii 
Into a .world in which he hns no pos 
sessions? Where arp the n venues o 
self-employment, which opened so In 
yitlngly to his father.' To him tS 'eft 
scarcely more than one single chance, 
to enlist in the service of one of those 
corporations by which the trust barons 
do their work. He may think with sor- 
row and envy of his ancestors who went 
forth with gun or ax, or plow or level- 
each his pwn man—and worked out each 
his own independent fortune. But he 
cannot. expect to do the same. 
The 
American Is fortunate and exceptional 


a leaderless army, awaiting the sound 
of some voice calling to battle in the 
name of the people. That waiting was 
not in vain.

main R theory only and not a condition. 
Be not deceived; there are only two 
horns to the railway dilemma. We 
must choose between railway owner- 
ship and the operation ot government 
and government ownership and opera- 
tion of railways.

AT STATE PENITENTIARY 


Of Six Convicts Who Attempted to Escape One 


Was Killed and the Other Five All Recap- 


tured-Wife of Warden Cleghorn Was 


Seized and Used as a Shield 


By the Escaping Convicts.

Canon City, June 22.—A "daring and 
well-nigh successful attempt .was riiade 
this morning, by six inmates of- the 
state penitentiary to obtain their lib- 
erty.

The plot was laid with great care and 
the entire scheme was characterized by 
the extreme coolness and disregard for 
life displayed only by desperate men, 
and had it not been for .the bravery 
and presence of mind- of Warden Cleg- 
horn and the guards, there would have 
been a general ,and wholesale jail de- 
livery. 


As It Is, the results may.be summed 
up in the death of one of the worst men 
in the prison,, the serious beating 
of another and a severe nervous shook 
to Mrs, Cleghorn. wife of the warden, 
who was used as a shield by the con- 
ylctS: in their endeavor to escape. 
Attacked Doctor Palmer First. 
This morning at about 8 o'clock as 
Dr. T. D. Palmer and . the 
hospital 
eteward were making their rounds vis- 
iting the sick In their cells and had 
reached cell house No. 3, Kirch Kuy- 
kendall complained of being ill. 
As 
the doctor prepared to make an ex- 
amination, Kuykendall drew a bottle 
supposed to contain nltro-glycerlne, and 
•Ordered the-two men to throw up i their 
hands, which they did. At this time 
Kuykendall was 'joined by/five other 
Bonviots, and Cellhouse Keeper Clar- 
ence Cleghorn and Steward John 'E. 
Keefe were overpowered and the con- 
victs proceeded to put on the suits thus 
obtained.

Judge Seeds on March 13, 1902, for 
a term of 13 to 14 years for assaulting 
Lee Glockner in the Stratton's Inde- 
pendence Limited on the night of .Janu- 
ary 16, 1902, with Intent to murder. 
Kuykendall, together with H. J. Lake 
and John B. Freldensteln, had been 
stealing rich ore from the property for 
several mpnths. -. Pihkerton detectives 
were employed and finally traced the 
thefts .to these men. A trap was: laid, 
when Lee Glockner and several- em- 
ployes and Pinkertons entered the mlno 
where a shooting affray took, place be 
tween the thieves and'the pursuing par- 
ty, - Glockner was shot in both arnis. 
-Frledenstein, . turned state's evidence 
and was "sentenced to five years, .which 
sentence was suspended. Lake was giv- 
en. a'!'term of from seven- to nine years, 
which he Is now serving. 
Out of this case a vast amount of 
trouble grew. General Engley, 'who de- 
fended Kuykendall, was arrested and 
tried for subornation of perjury, but 
was acquitted".

Canon "City, June 23.—After a strong 
dose of "hose treatment," the convicts 
who attempted to escape from the peni- 
tentiary yesterday begged for mercy 
and agreed to disclose the plot laid by 
Kuykendall for'; escape. Fisher signi- 
fied His willingness to confess and led 
the guards to the tailor shop and there 
In the middle of the double wall was 
found two %-lnch sticks of giant pow- 
der; suspended by a string. He then led 
them, to 'the room of Kuykendall, the 
leader, of the break, who was shot yes- 
terday morning. There In the mattress 
of his bed was found a vaseline bottle 
full, of .nltroglycerin—enough to deihol- 
Ish the.whole building. 
It is .thought .that the dynamite was 
smuggled Into the prison some time ago 
and that Kuykendall manufactured the 
nltroglycerin from the dynamite. 


The convicts had plotted to use Miss 
Hellam, Warden Cleghorn's stenogra- 
pher, as a shield In the break,'.but she 
was in the dining .room; eating" break- 
fast arid a .convict :waiter slammed the 
door and locked'it, .thus>•'foiling'the at- 
terript. .Just. then Warden Cle&horn's 
wife appeared and she was seized in- 
stead.

All the participants in the. riot, ex- 
cept Armstrong, who was badly wound- 
ed, haiye been severely,,punished.. Cor- 
dova was. whipped' and the other three 
were, stripped'arid water at high press- 
ure turned" on them through a nozzle, 
and this was what caused them to 
peach. All those who participated in 
the riot will'be confined Iri the dungeon 
for 60 days on bread and water. Fisher, 
at the request of "Keefe,'whom he tried 
to kill during-the break, will wear a 
78-lb. ball fastened to his leg with a 
two-inch chain.

JAILER LARRABEE RECEIVES 


NEWS OF HORRIBLE CRIME 


COMMITTED AT OLD HOME 


Night Jailer W, P..>Larr,abee received 


a communication yesterday 
from his 


mother, who lives at 'Greenville, 111., 
stating that his sister, l£ay Larrabee, 
had been criminally assaulted, at her 
home Friday night, by a negro named 
Ben Lee. Miss Larrabee •Is about 87 
years old and lived at home with her 
-mother, who is completely paralyzed 
and confined to her bed. ,The young 
woman has given' up her life to. the 
care of her mother. She was attend- 
ing to her usual duties last Friday 
night, when Bob Lee came to 
the 


house and assaulted-.her in the same 
room with her invalid mother. 
They 


live on a farm several -miles • from the 
town and It was some time before the 
people of the neighborhood learned of 
It. The sheriff .of the county and a 


. number of persons set out In pursuit 


and overtook Lee several miles from 


the house, riding on an old horse. They 
were able to trace him by the tracks 
that had been left in the soft- earth. 
Lee wore a torn shoe and the horse had 
a broken .hoof. 
When he was brought back to the 
house both women positively Identified 
him as the perpetrator of the deed, 
and he was taken to Greenville, and 
locked in the town .Jail. A large num- 
ber of the citizens, gathered, however, 
and it was feared that a lynching would 
follow. The sh'eriff finally decided to 
take his prisoner to • Carlyle, severa' 
miles from Greenville, where he was 
kept until the following day and then 
taken to the state .penitentiary at Ches- 
ter. The penitentiary records show that 
Lee has served a term there for assault 
with intent to kill. His trial will come 
up in September and Mr. Larrabee will 
go there for the purpose-of pushing the 
prosecution.

ROADS WILL COST 


ostlmated by the county commls- 
that $2,000 will be required to 
the damage which resulted to. 
road through Ute Pass by the re- 
cent rains. .The road constructed .last 
year has .been washed out In several' 
places and 'landslides from above have 
covered It In other places. The old road 
just ab6"e Manitou has been completely 
washed away for a distance of about 
200 feet and the greater part of, the 
work Is being done here. The road Is 
built on the side of a granite ledge that 
slants at an angle of about K degrees.

A proposition was made to the city 


council last night for the use of the 
ctty's sewage for fertilization purposes. 


It Is the plan. of the promoters to 


carry the sewage through a pipe line 
from the present outlet In Fountain 
creek for a distance, of a mile, to be 
vsed by farmers along the route for 
Irrigation and fertilization purposes. 


Ex-Councilman E. R. .Stark Is the 
chief promoter of the plan. In his com- 
munication read before the council last 
night, he said it was the Intention of 
himself and of his associates to con- 
struct the pipe line in connection with 
reservoirs and basins and to build a 
system of sewage fertilization with 
•«>hich farmers along the pipe line could 
make connection. He said further that 
If enough farmers could be contracted 
•with to furnish sufficient sugar beets 
to supply a beet-sugar factory, a Jl,- 
000,000 plant would be erected. 
'The plans under consideration by Mr. 
Johnson have been modified within the 
last few days and It Is probable that 
he will contract with County Physician 
Richardson for 
the water rights he 
owns to the southwest of Fountain.. If 
these plans are carried out, It Is under- 
stood that the pipe line proposed by 
Mr. Stark will be connected with this 
1-eservolr and the ground used for beet

The report of the state board of 
equalization has been received' by 
County Assessor 
Strachan, 
-setting 


forth the amount of railroad and cor- 
porate assessment for the ensuing 
year's tax levy. 
The figures show a reduction of $264,- 


700 in railroad assessments, the total 
railroad assessment for this year being 
$3,420,600. ' A reduction 
of 
approxi- 
mately $50,000 is made in the assess- 
ment of other quasi public corporations, 
which fall under the supervision of 
t h e state board.1 . . - • . • • 
All the .railroads in the state, with 
the exception Of the Short Line and of 
the cog road, have succeeded in reduc- 
ing their assessments. 
•. 
The assessment of the Short Line has 
been increased $35,000, while the cog 
road's assessment remains at the same 
figure. 
. 
'.• 


•The largest relative, reduction in the 
assessment of any of the corporations 
Is in the case of the Western Union 
Telegraph company. 'Last year this 
company was assessed $49,350, while 
this year's assessment is onlv $34,887. 
The largest actual reduction .of val- 


uation is that of the Rock Island sys- 
tem, the reduction being from $766,519 
to $642,940. 
• 
The report was received by the coun- 
ty assessor Tuesday, and since receiv- 
ing it he has been checking it with last 
year's report and arriving at the totals. 
There are seven railroads listed in the 


report and numerous "other corporations 
among them being the Western Union 
Telegraph company, the Postal Tele- 
graph company, the Pullman Sleeping 
Car company and a number of stock 
car and refrigerator car companies. 


Assessor Strachan estimates that the 
report throughout shows a reduction of 
about 6 percent on the assessment of 
last year. Last year's total valuation 
of the railroad property was originally 
$4,035,300. A number of the companies, 
however, complained that the valua- 
tion was too large and It was reduced 
by $350,000, making a total of $3,685,300 
upon which the railroads were taxed 
last year. 


The state board of equalization is 
composed 
of 
Governor., Peabody, aa 
chairman, the state treasurer, state au- 
ditor, the secretary of state and the 
attorney general. The 'v'afua tiofi of the 
corporate property of the state is fixed 
by-thte board,. but the valuation set 
by them is subject to revision, and any 
of the companies assessed has the right 
to complain If it considers the assess. 
meht too high. .This was done last year 
with the result that the original valua- 
tion was reduced $360,000. The original 
valuation.this year,.however, is $264,700 
less than -the amended valuation of 
last year, and should any reduction be 
made as a result of complaints lodged 
with the board, the taxable property ot 
the state will be even smaller than Is 
now shown by the report of the board.

Tlllman, a money leaner of Denver, 
notifying Roth that he held eight prom- 
iespry notes for money loaned, all of 
'which were past due. The letter stated 
tnat payment must be arranged imme- 
diately.

I helped'put the two Robbing boys, 
who were shot down without warning, 
into the wagon." . 


Those early days comprise the only 


excitement that has come into the life 
of William Dixon. He cut and hewed 
the pine and spruce-logs for his house 
and the building of it occupied him 
during the winter of 1866-7. The 160 
acres include .what is..now known aa 
Stratton park and his own place. The 
street car company purchased what 
was the nucleus of the park and then 
when W. S. Stratton became so heavily 
interested in the company. he pur- 
chased other parcels of land from the 
Dixons, In this way the Fortune that 
long ago the pioneer gave up endeavor- 
ing .to. seek came to him and, as he 
expresses it, happiness kept it com- 
pany. 


In 1875 he was married to Miss C. 


West, whose brother built the first 
struqture now occupied by Hemenway's 
grocery stands on South Tejon -street. 
Dixon took the, comely young 


from London to 'his comfortable log 
cottage and to his constantly increas- 
ing thankfulness found he had wed a 
kindred spirit; a woman to whom the 
ripening fruit, the sunlight, the simple 
cares of their farm life,, the beauty of 
nature spread around them, was suffi- 
cient to fill her cup of happiness. If 
her husband was a philosopher she had 
a healthy strain of poetry mixing with 
another sharply defined strain—that of 
domesticity and a native executive 
ability. 


There is a peculiarity about the Dix- 


on place, exclusive of the personality 
of Father Dixon, that seems to twine 
about everything inanimate or growing. 


• Onde the weather-stained gate swings 


open. Colorado becomes lost in New 
England. Trees, a perfect forest in 
miniature, encompass you; the sunlight 
flecks the thick sward in spaces-the 
size of a dollar. The green branches 
of tall trees interlock overhead, and In 
leafy habitation scores of .birds hold 
camp meeting. 


• In the orchard where ;peach, plum 
and apple trees have attained that dig- 
nified maturity that gives the tender 
early leaves the appearance of being 
out of proportion, so small are they in 
comparison to the 
gnarled twisted 


trunks, the mountains are lost to sight.

The windows, small and set deep in 
the walls, are shaded by muslin cur- 
tains. 
The Photographer looked to-

Across the path, bordered by luxu- 


riantly untrimmed grass is the ice 
house, screened by a grove of scrub 
oak. These trees, stunted bushes on 
the mountain sides, have climbed 
through the years straight and graceful 
to a height of from twenty to thirty 
feet The proximity of the ice and Its 
constant melting has furnished 
the 


moisture and the rich, dark soil the 
nutriment. 


It is the trees that lend the enchant- 


ment. Across the driveway is a mod- 
ern, well-built frame cottage, approach- 
ing the Queen Anne in its style of 
architecture. It is the home of the 
Dixons, and for more than ten years 
the cabin has been deserted for the 
comforts the larger house affords.

HE ELECTION contest just concluded at Cripple 


Creek'-has disclosed a condition of affairs which 
should*be the subject of a searching and diligent 


inquiry by officers of the law. 


In Issuing the peremptory writ to the mayor arid city 


council, directing them to seat the Democratic contest- 
ants, Judge Theron Stevens took occasion to express in 
vigorous .language hls_ opinion of political conditions as 
they exist in; the city and to condemn the barefaced 
•frauds by which an attempt had been made to seat the two 
Republican contestants.. 


Touching the bold debauchery of the ballot, the judge 


said, "There ought to be some way under the sun to stop 
these proceedings, and, therefore, a temporary writ will 
iseue at once."

precinct IT.ln the Second ward had been tampered with 
and opened. While this was not material in the case 
•unless It was :shown that the ballots had been tampered 
with and that the poll books had been changed, yet the 
testimony s1iow,ed that there was a discrepancy between 
the count of votes as made in the court and as reported 
by the judges. The odium of the crime must fall upon 
the parties profltljig thereby, and I cannot see in this case 
how the Democrats, could be accused of'putting up a Job

It Is quite apparent, therefore, from all the evidence in

The condltibfia'^as shown by the report were disgrace- 


ful, and while {.he, ''building Inspector is the man at whose 
door the defalcation will be laid, the city officers who 
permitted such, -fan:; outrage to go on day after day and 
week after wefk' iin'der their very eyes come very close 
to being participants In the crime. 


It is altogether discouraging that such a mess should 


be found to exist In any public office. 
The Indications 


are that the building inspector was given free and absolute 
control of hie offi'ce, that his reports! were accepted-with- 
out question, that no one ever looked into his books or 
supervised his methods or questioned his way of ^olng 
business. Taken altogether it was'the most nonchalant 
method of conducting an important public office that has 
developed in fhls free and easy city for many a day. 


The greatest discrepancies appear to exist in two classes, 


those supported by affidavits and 'checks showing that 
the fees had been paid but- or which there is no record 
of permits having been 
issued; 
second, statement of 


amounts collected'for permits and water construction as 
per the books of the inspector, which amounts were not 
turned over to 'the water commissioner. In both of these 
classes the shortages and neglect of duty could have been 
ascertained at a very early day if the council and other 
city officials had given the most casual Inspection ot the 
records or have made the necessary comparisons with 
the other city records. 


It is valueless now to upbraid or condemn the former 


inspector of buildings. His case is in the courts and the 
city should rest no effort to see that the matter -is tully 
presented when the trials are on. 


The important thing now is this: Is the city to gain 


any useful lessons from this betrayal of the people's trust? 
Are city officials 'to, be permitted to carry on the affairs 
of their offices .without any supervision or checking or 
correction?- Is political pull going to cover a multitude 
of sins as it has hitherto? 


Much as the Gazette regrets to say it, there are evi- 


dences that politics'and political pulls are still in evi- 
dence in the municipal administration of this city. 


As an example of this may be cited the fact that the 


two chief police-officers of this city, who have been under 
arrest for several weeks for serious offenses, are still 
permitted to maintain their respective positions without 
hindrance. This is apparently the same sort of a politi- 
cal pull that elected Coray to office and permitted him 
to manipulate that office for several years tor his own 
personal benefit. • 


It is unquestionably a state of affairs which demands 


the "attention of every honorable, law-abiding citizen. The 
management of our city affairs ought to be at least upon 
as high a plane as that which obtains In the ordinary 
affairs of business life, and no one will pretend that such 
a condition of things would be tolerated one hour in any 
•well-organized business concern. To continue men in 
office after 1,hey have been placed under arrest upon 
charges highly detrimental to the conduct of that office 
is an insult to. every citizen of the- city. It indicates rather 
forcibly that the Coray lesson has been without effeci 
upon the'political rulers ot this community.

Postmaster General Payne Is bearing .the/Wrden of 


these Irregularities now, but enough has developed under 
his administration to show that there is still a great deal 
ot corruption and incompetency which appears to be thor- 
oughly ingrafted into the service, and which can only be 
rooted out by the sincerest and most palnstaklpg efforts.

"We are in danger," 
said Bishop 


Mackay-Smlth of Pennsylvania In his 
baccalaureate sermon at Lehlgh uni- 
versity, "of becoming the Pharisees of 
the world, Instead of seeming to hold 
that we are 'quite fit to govern other 
people we ought to realize that there, 
Is no nation wnere more awful differ- 
ences exist between promise* and per- 
formance. With the exception of Wash- 
ington, there does not exist in this 
country a single well-governed city .In 
the European sense." 
The attempt to make the misgovern- 
ment pf our cities an argument against 
efforts to extend American Institution* 
to our new possessions, and the attempt 
to set up European cities as standards 
by which American cities should be 
ludged, stamps Bishop Mackay-Smlth 
as Ignorant of the American feplrlt, and 
as one of those reformers whp never 
accomplish anything because they do 
nothing but ignore facts and rail. 
So far frpm being a proof of the ab- 
sence bf self-government the misgpv- 
erhment of our cities is prppf ot its 
presence. These municipal 
gpvern- 
tnents, without exceptlpn, are the pro- 
duct,pf a majority of their people. They 
are the kind of governments that the 
majority of their people .shpw by their 
acts that they like. Whether they pught 
to like them Is a different question.

In the face of this demonstrated fact 


it is the depth of fatuity for civic re- 
Formers and moralists to hold up Euro- 
pean city government as a standard for 
American Imitation. 
American city 
dwellers could have that kind pf gov- 
ernment any time they wanted It. They 
do not have it because they do not 
want It. ' 
They do not want it because they 
parted company more than 100 years 
dg-o with the traditions on which Euro- 
pean city government Is based. These 
are. In substance, that there exists In 
every community a ruling class whose 
right and ditty It Is to look after all 
Other classes. The American people have 
formally renounced the ruling-class 
Idea. They will have npne pf it. 
.The American people are trying to 
work out government on the principle 
that there is 'no ruling class, because all 
men are. equal before the law. In na- 
tional affairs quite completely, and in 
state affairs quite largely, they have 
succeeded in 'obtaining honest and effi- 
cient government. If they have not yet 
succeeded in city affairs it Is because 
the democratic city is really a very 
new thing—a thing which did not ex- 
ist before the middle of the. nineteenth 
century, and which now exists in the 
United States alone. 
European cities offer no precedents 


of the slightest value on which to form, 
ulate the administrative spirit 'of an 
American city. European cities are 
governed by and for a'ruling'class, of- 
ten, extremely benevolent, but still a, 
ruling das?. American cities, are- at- 
tempting tp govern themselves In the 
democratic spirit. They have npt yet 
succeeded so wellas many pf us would 
like. But they, are succeeding. In spite 
ot all the railing of civic reformers 
our city governments are, on the whole, 
growing .more honest and efficient. 
Movements toward 
civic 
reform 
which require' us to abandon democracy 
and put our cities on a. class'basis are 
absolutely hopeless. With all Its weak- 
nesses and failures the American people 
prefer democracy. They show by .their 
acts in continuing them that th'ey like 
the city governments produced by de- 
mocracy.. .They feel, that demqcitatic 
city gpvernment, with lall its. Ia4J- 
ures. Is better than oligarchic ..cltjrgov^.

The tremendous flood losses In the 
•valleys ot th« Kaw, Des Molnes, and 
ower Missouri rivers ought to awaken 
he people of the west to the magnitude 
>f the problem confronting them, , The 
destruction .of property running into 
ens of millions, together with the hun- 
dreds of fatalities accompanying the 
mad rush ot waters, teaches a. lesson 
hat should not be forgotten. 'Though 
he floods wrought desolation through- 
out a wide territory, extending as they 
did from central Kansas to the.Missis- 


vailed over all their different sources, 
widely separated though they were. 
The normal rainfall over central Kan- 
-is, eastern Nebraska, and western 
owa is from 36 to 48 inches annually. 
During the latter days of May, one* 
Ifth to one-fourth' of this amount fell 
n 48 hours on a soil already saturated

Coronado Beach, San Diego, Cal., 
June 13.—They do business on business 
principles, here In California, not only 
In the way. of entertaining the'Eres? 
by terian assembly, but In every way. 
So much 'has been .written ,of our 
elegant reception and entertainment as 
Presbyterians, .that I will simply add 
my amen to that; and proceed to .call 
your attention to the practical side, of 
California life, which 1 am sure will 
interest many, of my old friends among 
Gazette readers. 
. : 
' • . ' • • - . 
While I enjoy the balmy air of south- 
ern California—for the cilm'ate: Is perr 
feet—ana:admire the grand scenery— 
for I am a lover of nature—what most 
attracted my attention was the high 
degree of perfection tp .which their 
business methods have De.en brought; 
while labor unions are not ,as-powerr. 
ful here as in the east, we find the 
country districts bound together by a 
•web of association, that is simply won- 
derful. The orange, lemon, peach, bear, 
grape, olive, almond., walnut, hofiey and 
even to egg producers, each have a sep- 
arate association, controlled by their 
best men, and by thus combining,, they 
are enabled to get much better prices 
for their products. 
This was strikingly demonstrated to 
me by an. association 
that 
handles 
eggs'; the community In which It OR- 
eratea sell: ho cheap, eggs, but preserve 
them all during the = period 
of^ low 
prices, and, do not' sell any until they 
bring at least 30 cents a dozen; eggs 
in California never bring less than 12 
cents a dozen, and generally go up to 
3S to 40 cents during the winter. 
I 
asked the secretary if It was not dlf-, 
ficult to get so many farmers to bring 
their eggs in regularly for preserving, 
he said most of the people preserved 
their eggs, at home, the association fur- 
nishing the/ preserver, and telling them 
when to bring the eggs for shipment; 
he said: "We have Intelligent people 
out here; they will not sell their eggs 
for 12 cents a dozen, when they pre- 
serve them for a cent a dozen, and by 
holding them four or five months get 
39 cents a' dozen for them. It would 
be'as foolish for the farmer to' sell 
his wheat for 3b cents a bushel, when 
Jie knew fhat by holding it four or five 
months he could get 15 cents.'1

cality where people could not make 160 
per-cent, preserving, eggs, as eggs-get 
low in summer and high In winter' 
everywhere, and that a person starting 
with even $5, would soon be rich by 
reinvesting the proceeds, each year.

-The eggs 
keep perfectly for'a year and, you can- 
hot tell them from fresh eggs and It 
only costs a cent a dozen to preserve 
them; If you write .for a. formula you 
should Inclose three or tour two-cent 
stumps an it takes money to pay post- 
age and .printing. I am going to pre- 
serve some eggs as soon as I.go home, 
for this Is -something that. a minister 
can do without conflicting with his 
duties In the least; I am going to start 
with UO and reinvest the proceeds for 
ten years and-then I can buy a Cali- 
fornia home, too, • 


Another thing that greatly Interested 
me was the beautiful preserved fruits 
of all kinds that you see here. They 
put it up -without heating or sealing, 
and it tastes like fruit freshly picked; 
It does not shrink up or get soft, as 
canned fruit does, and you can keep 
it In this .fresh state for years, for a 
cost of about a cent a quart. Anyone 
can also get this formula for keeping 
ifruit without heating or sealing, free, 
by addressing the Calif ornia 'Fruit as- 
sociation, . Carlsbad, 
California.

Discussion of the Republican National Chairman- 


ship—Senator Lodge Not a Candidate for 


the Position—-Crane the President's 


favorite.

ASHINGTON, D. C., June 17 
•—A few days ago the sugges 
tion appeared in print tha 


Senator Lodge of Massachusetts mlgh 
possibly become chairman of the na 
tlonal Republican committee. 
Where 


the suggestion originated from 
IB a 


mystery, but is unimportant. It is the 
dull season in Washington. It probablj 
surprised the 
graceful 
and accom 


pllshed senator from 
Massachusetts 


more than it did anyone else, for no 
thought has 
been farther from his 


mind. To accept such a position woulc 
not Imply an abandonment of politics 
personal to himself; but his whole 
habit of thought and life are out of 
harmony with the. work which falls 
to the hand of a national chairman 
The idea of Senator Lodge succeeding 
Senator Hanna as the executive heac 
of the Republican party organization 
can be dismissed as unworthy of cre- 
dence. 
. There is a doubt as to who will be 
chairman of the national Republican 
committee. The chances are against 
Senator Hanna remaining in that posi- 
tion. In the first place Senator Hanna 
is getting 
along 
in years, and his 


physical condition will not allow ot a 
very strenuous life. 
In the second 


place, it goes without saying that he 
would not devote his energies to the 
election of Theodore Roosevelt with 
the same ardor, enthusiasm and per- 
sonal interest which he gave to the 
campaign of his intimate friend and 
political ally, William'McKlnley. One 
factor In the situation which might 
keep Hanna at the helm would be his 
desire to retain control of the party 
machine. This is an alluring ambition, 
for'any man, and appeals with even 
greater force to Senator Hanna who 
has in the past wielded a scepter which 
can only be likened to the autocratic 
power of a dictator. 


Senator Hanna can remain in his 


present position as chairman of the na- 
tional committee throughout the cam- 
paign of 1904 if he will agree to do 
so. He will undoubtedly be asked to 
continue his services by no less a per- 
son than President Roosevelt. If, how- 
ever, Mr. Hanna decides to withdraw 
th'e president's choice from a persona: 
toolnt of view will undoubtedly fal 
upon ex-Governor Murray Crane, 01 
Massachusetts. There is some doubt 
whether Governor Crane would accept 
the burden of responsibility, but it is 
believed that if he was requested to'do 
so, with the impetuous earnestness the 
president shows in securing what he 
wants, Governor Crane would be un-> 
able to withstand him. He would have 
accepted the position of secretary o 
the treasury, had not his connection 
with the Crane Paper company of Mas- 
sachusetts -made it seem unadvisable 
But there is little doubt, if a vacancy 
Should occur in the cabinet In con-

Mrs. Harriet Lane Jphnstpn Is dying. 


Since the administration qf President 
Buchanan when,, as 
bis 
niece, • she 


reigned at the White house, she has- 
been a power in Washington. The best 
part of her life has been spent In .the 
capitals ot the world. 
She came • to 


Washington first as a child of seven, 
attending the famous Visitation con- 
vent in old Georgetown, and spending 
her Sundays and holidays .with her 
uncle, who was then secretary of state. 
In 1852 8he: accompanied him to Eng- 
land and presided ' over the American 
legation, being received at court as 
his daughter. 
She became a warm 


friend of Queen Victoria, and the In- 
timacy between them was as close'as 
could exist between the queen ot one 
nation and a private citizen of an- 
other. One of the few personal invi- 
tations which King Edward sent out 
for his coronation came to Mrs. John- 
ston. The king had not forgotten the 
Impression she made upon him when 
he visited President Buchanan during 
his trip to this country. At the court 
of Russia Mrs. Johnston again played 
the part of hostess of the American 
embassy, and later visited the capitals 
of Austria and .Germany. One of th'e 
happiest reminiscences is. of the day 
at Oxford when 'Mr. Buchanan -and 
Alfred Tenh'yap'n ^bth received -the de- 
gree pf Doctor of Laws. 'More than 
half the cheerjngxfrom the Oxford stu- 
dents was for the American minister's 
beautiful niece. Her husband, Henry 
Elliott Johnstoh, belonged to a promi- 
nent family of Baltimore. They had 
known each other from college days, 
and during her absence abroad had 
kept up a lively correspondence. While 
he lived she made her home in Balti- 
more, but after his death she came back 
to Washington.

The appearance of Lewis in the midst 
of sorrowing friends and undertakers' 
assistants, created a sensation' at 'the 
depot yesterday afternoom "Instead of 
his body being tenderly lifted "'out-of 
the baggage car, he walked out of a 
chair car, to the amazement .of a 
large crowd.

On the records of 'the railroad), in 


black and white, Lewis was dead. As 
it was, he had a narrow escape from 
death and for several hours was un- 
conscious and regarded as having been 
killed. It was only when a physician 
at Goodland, Kan., examined him that 
the mistake was discovered. •.

Lewis left Colorado Springs 'Monday 


morning on an east-bound freight train. 
As brakeman, it is his duty at several 
points on the division between here 
and the Missouri river, to flag passen- 
ger trains at switches. Tuesday morn- 
ing at 6 o'clock; at 'Ruletonr Colo., he 
was struck and thr*wn a distance of 
20 feet by the pilot of east-bound num- 
ber five. The freight,'had taken -the 
siding and he had gone to the rear 
to flag the approaching passenger train

It is believed at the.Rock Island of- 


fices that Lewis fell1 asleep while -sit- 
ting on a rail awaiting number five. He 
had fallen over and his head was pil- 
lowed on his arms,'rthey-sayi when the 
pilot of the-passenger: locomotive struck 
him, bruising him severely and knock- 
ing him senseless. The passenger train 
stopped and Lewis' supposedly dead 
body was placed on a,.pile of blankets 
in the'baggage car-and was- taken to 
Goodland.

His Excellent Advice to the Breth- 
ren of the Bod. 
We who claim to represent the high- 
est fishing aspirations are sometimes 
'inclined to complain on days when the 
fish refuse to "bite. There, can be no 
worse exhibition than this) of an entire 
misconception of a wise arrangement 
for our benefit. We should al*ays re- 
member that we have about us oh every 
side thousands of those who: claim 
membership in the fishing fraternity, 
because. In a way, they love to fish 
when the fish bite—and 
only: then. 
These are contented only when capture 
is constant, and their only conception 
of the pleasures of fishing rests upon 
uninterrupted slaughter. If we reflect 
for a moment upon the consequences of 
turning an army of fishermen like these 
loose upon fish that would bite.; every 
day and every hour, we shall sefc-.how. 
nicely the vicissitudes of fishing have 
been adjusted, and how precisely and 
useful the 'fatal attack of discouraging 
bad luck selects Its victims. If on days 
when we catch few or no fish.we feel 
symptoms of disappointment,, 'tliese 
should Immediately give way tq satis- 
faction when we remember how many 
spurloun and discouraged fishermen tire 
spending their tlrne in hammocks or 
under trees or on golf fields Instead pf 
with fishing outfits, solely on account 
of .lust such unfavorable days. We 
have no assurance that if fish could:-be 
easily taken at all times the fishjng 
waters within our reach would -be de- 
populated, a horrible thing to contem- 
plate. Let It not be said that such con- 
siderations as these savor of uneharlt- 
ableness and selfishness on our. part. 
We'are only recognizing the doctrine of 
the survival of the fittest as applied 
to fishermen, and claiming that these 
"fittest" should have-the best chance. 
What has been said naturally leads 
to the suggestion that consistency ,re- 
ciulrfi.s those of us who are right-minded 
fishermen to reasonably limit ourselves 
to the Dumber of fish we should take 
oh- favorable days.

account 
should edible fish be caught, In such 
quantities as to be wasted. By restrain- 
ing ourselves Ip this matter we discour- 
age' in our own natures the growth of 
greed, we prevent wicked waste, w« 
make It easier for us to bear the fall 
between what we may determine upon 
aa decent good luck .and bad 'luck, or 
no luck, and we make ourselves.at all 
points better men and better Jtlsher-
